Addressing the Assembly 
earher, Syrian Foreign Minister 
Khaddam had flatly ruled out over- 
all peace talks. 

Discussing the “Palestinian prob- 
lem,” Allon reiterated Israel's view 
that it could be solved in the con- 
text of Israel-Jordan talks. He flay- 
ed the PLO as “a _ congerie of 
feuding terrorist gangs" and cited 
current events in Lebanon as an 
example of the “democratic, secular 
state" in action. 

Praising the theory of detente, 
he said it was yet to be seen in 
practice in the Middle East. More. 
over, “none of the noble provisions 
of the (Helsinki) agreement has yet 
been applied," Mr. Allon charged, 
“to the Jewish national minority 
in the Soviet Union..." 

The Foreign Minister had warm 
praise for Gen. Siilasvuo and his 
UN peace-keeping forces on both 
fronts, as well as for the Untso 
observers. ;

INDUSTRIAL production was 
three per cent lower in the first 
half of this year than in the se- 
cond haif of 1974. The decline was 
steeper in the second quarter 
(four per cent) than in the first. 
However, in non-metal minerals 
and in paper, production increased 
by five per cent while in metals, 
electronics and electrical ap- 
Pllances there was an increase 
of one to two per cent. In all 
other industries, there was a de- 
cline ‘of about five per cent. 

These figures were issued yes- 
terday by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. A 

Compared with the first quarter 
of 1974, the number of employees 
in industry declined by one and 
a half per cent. On the average,

These figures are viewed with 
concern among economists in Je- 
rusalem. They are regarded as 
proof that the slowdown in the 

has had a greater im- 
pact on industry than on the 
services, Since industry is re- 
garded as the main source for 
future increases in exports, the 
decline in production is conaider- 
ed most harmful. 

Some economists yesterday cri- 
ticized the taxes imposed on Sun- 
day for discriminating against 
industry and in benefiting ser- 
vices. Industry will pay zbout 
IL700m. of the additional taxes, 
while the services will pay only 
150m. 

Treasury officials agreed with 
this estimate but claimed that 
Value Added Tax, planned to be 
introduced next January, will 
change this situation.

Jerusalem Post Stilt 

ONE PERSON was killed and 
six others still missing late last 
night when a group of hikers 
were caught in a flash flood in 
8 ravine in the Judean Desert 
near the Dead Sea yesterday. 
Nine others were by an 
Air Force helicopter and another 
four were stranded, bat apparent- 
ly safe on a ledge in the ravine. 
Wadi Darja, near the settlement 
of Mitzpe Shalem. 

Heavy rains: fell throughout 
the country yesterday, earlier in 
the year than usual for the first 
rainfall. Seca showers and 
thunderstorms are forecast for 
today. 

The hikers, from Kibbutz Ha-

Despite the extremely difficult 
conditions, they managed to ex- 
tricate nine of the hikers and 
the body of one unidentified fe- 
male. Soldiers and police were 
late last night searching on foot 
for the missing. 

The four stranded members of 
the party could not be reached, 
but blankets and warm clothing 
were dropped to them. 

The flood, and those in other 
desert wadis, were caused by rain 
in the desert and in the Judean 
hills. The Ein Gedi-Jericho road 


was flooded in several places and 
closed to traffic. 

Elsewhere, in the North the heavy 
rain in Galilee caused cars to side 
on slippery roads. No one was 
hurt. Light showers also fell in 
Tiberias and the Jordan Valley. 

Jerusalem drivers also suffered 
the consequences of slippery roads 
with numerous collisions of unwary 
drivers. Road drainage could hardly 
cope with the first sudden down- 
pour. In the Judean desert, rain 
and hail, accompanied by lightning 
and thunder, sent cascades down 
the wadis. ᾿ 

Meanwhile, the weatherman pre- 
dicted last night that the showers 
would keep up, at least for today. 
He said the rain is caused by a 
barometric low over eastern Turkey 
which is causing an influx of cold 
and unstable air. Apart from their 
early timing, the precipitation is 
unusual because it comes from the 
north-east rather than the south- 
west, the source of most of our 
wet weather. 

The Mount Cana‘an (Safad) 
weather station yesterday reported 
ἃ massive 26 mm. of rain, all from 
a single deluge lasting only a few 
hours. Nablus reported an ‘im- 
pressive 15 mm. and Jerusalem had 
two mm. Hardly any rain fell in 
the coastal plain. 

The rain is a mixed blessing for 
farmers, still far from ready for it. 
The last of the deciduous fruit is 
still unharvested. Cotton and 
groundnuts remain to be harvested 
and the fields still have to be 
turned over and fertilized for the 
un-irrigated winter grains. 


Histadrut to demand 
compensation if prices 


go up Over

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut Ex- 
ecutive decided yesterday that if 
prices will have risen by more 
than five per cent by next month, 
it will demand “suitable compensa- 
tion” for employees. 

The compensation could be in 
the form of advancing the date 
for renegotiating wage agreements. 
These apreements, extended two 
months ago, expire on December 31. 


On Sunday, the Manufacturers 
Assoctation rejected similar warn- 
ings from Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yeruham Meshel. The la- 
bour federation’s chief told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
business and government can re- 
Move the need to demand compen- 
sation if they restrain price rises.

He mooted a change in the system 
which would not hurt the poor. 

The Histadrut Secretary-General 
rejected the idea of cutting subsi- 
dies and compensating low-income 
workers. A worker should be able 
to make a decent living and not 
need welfare, Meshel said. “You've 
got to take from everyone in ac- 
cordance with his ability — and 
distribute equally. I want Mosevics

tive.” 

Minister Ofer, by virtue of a Ca- 
binet decision last June 6, now bears 
ministerial responsibility for the 
Company for the Reconstruction of 
the Jewish Quarter (CRJQ). 

He reported that the present po- 
pulation of the quarter — 160 fa- 
milies — is to reach 400 
by the end of 1977. The ultimate 
goal is 700 families.

WASHINGTON. — A former U.S. 
Ambassador to Cyprus testified yes- 
terday that the State Department 
did nothing to stop the overthrow 
of Cyprus President Makarios last 
year, which triggered the Turkish 
invasion of the island.

“Reflation cannot be started until 
we have determined that inflation 
has been stopped,” Wilson said.

Arabs must be included in a genuine peace 


UNITED NATIONS. Israel 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon, ad- 
dressing the General Assembly 
yesterday, said in a wide-ranging 
speech that the interim accord be- 
tween Epypt and Israel “is not an 
end, but the beginning of a pro- 
cess of peacemaking.” 

Allon said he hoped the latest 
Syrian posture, rejecting the whole 
conception of a peace accord with 
Israel, would change. He said the 
Geneva peace conference could be 
reconvened whenever the parties 
are ready for it. 

Allon reacted to Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger's proposal 
at the UN last month to convene 
an “internetional multilateral” con- 
ference of concerned nations to dis- 
cuss the Middle East. He said Is- 
rael will give Kissinger’s proposal 
“most earnest consideration.” 

Israel is “in favour of any me- 
chanism which will advance the 
process of negotiation between the 
parties to the conflict,” Allon said. 

On the Palestine Arabs, Allon 
eaid that any genuine peace in the 
Middle East must include a “fair 
and constructive solution” for the 
Palestinians. “Israel is fully alive 
to this problem,” he said, “prob- 
ably more so than the majority of 
those who pronounce freely upon 
it, and we do not require persua- 
sion on the need to solve the prob- 
Jem peacefully and honourably.” 

On arms contro], Allon said Is- 
rael supports a nuclear free zone 
in the Middle East and is ready to 
enter negotiations In order to ob- 
tain this objective. 

Excerpts from the speech follow: 


THE ISRAEL-EGYPT 
AGREEMENT 


In the course of my address to 
the General Assembly last year, 
I dwelt on the positive features 
of the separation of forces agree- 
ments which had been concluded 
earlier that year between Israel 
and Egypt and Israel and Syria in 
the wake of the Yom Kippur War 
of October 1973. I expressed the 
view that these two agreements 
represented the first steps forward, 
small and hesitant though they 
Tay have been, from the triple 
negative; of the Arab Summit at 
Khartoum on September 1, 1967 — 
no peace with Israel, no recogni- 
tion, no negotiations. 

Those who sincerely seek peace 
in the Middle East will surely find 
cause for satisfaction in the new 
agreement between Egypt and Is- 
rael which was negotiated through 
the good offices of the President 
and the Secretary of State of the 
United: States and concluded in 
Geneva last week. This agreement 
Te has much "greater political” eig- 

much political sig- 
nificance than its predecessor.

lars, was concluded in response to 
the free will of two sovereign statcs. 
If Egypt and Israel consider that 
the agreement is advantageous to

For far too long now the Pales- 
tinjan Arabs have been used 85 8 
pawn on the chessboard of inter- 
Arab politics; throvghout the years 
they have been the victims of Arab 
extremism.

almost suspect: that the reason, in 
both cases, is to weaken Israel — 
in one case by boycott and in the 
other by depriving her of the 
means of defence. 

Be that as it may, the problem 
of arms control in the Middle East 
is real and urgent. The area is 

iped by ἃ flood of new 
are, 
such as it has never known in all 
its long history. Each month that 
passes raises the level of technology an 
and the price. Tens of billions of 
dollars which might otherwise be 
Spent oh economic and social deve- 
lopment — and it must be realized 
that the population of large parts 
of the Middle East is among the 
poorest in the world — are drained 
off to pay for these instruments of 
human destruction. 

Israel is forced to take part in 
this senseless competition “because, 
given the circumstances in the 
area, if it did not it would invite 
immediate aggression. But Israel is 
ready at any time, even before 
peace is made, to consult with its 
neighbours on .measures to limit 
the arms race, with all its dan. 
gerous consequences, without mate- 
Tielly affecting the relative defen- 
sive capacity of any of the parties 
to the consultation. 


Israel supports the proposal for a 
nuclear free zone in the Middle East 
and will be ready to enter into né- 
gotiations with all states concerned 
in order to attain this objective. By 
negotiations we mean a process of 
inter-governmental consultation si- 
milar to that which preceded the 
adoption of the treaty of Tlatelolco 
and other international instruments 
of like character. We do not think 
that so grave a matter can be set- 
tled by correspondence through the 
Secretary-General. 


DETENTE 


Israel welcomes the signature of 
the final act of the Helsinki Con- 
ference, which gave formal eéx- 
pression to the spirit of detente. 
Only the future will tell if this in- 
strument will serve aa a guide for 
the conduct of the nations in the 
years to come, or whether it will 
remain a compilation of pious 
hopes, Uke so many international 
instruments which have been adopt- 
ed since the end of the Second 
World ‘War. Tn this connection we 
have, of course, noted the follow- 
ing passage in the address of the 
Foreign Minister of the Soviet 
Union to this Assembly on Sep- 
tember 23: “Assessing highly the 
results of the conference, the 
Soviet Union believes that the 
main task now Is to translate the 
understanding reached into deeds.” 

As far as israel is concerned, 
we have two criteria for judgment: 
One, that detente must apply τὸ 
the Middle East no less than 
τὰς ἈΠ ana αν ΘΟ ΡΟ. ‘at the 
world. So far we have seen ΣῸ 
evidence of this; two, that the 
humanitarian provisions of the 
Helsinki agreement must be scru- 
Puwlously applied. 


ZIONISM 


In addressing the General As- 
sembly I cannot @ grave 
development which affects the 
Jewish people wherever they may 
be. This is the mounting of a de- 
Spicable attack on Zionism by as- 
sociating it with abhorrent politi~ 
cal concepts. 

Let me state categorically that 
anti-Zionism is but a euphemism 
for anti-Semitism and the legitimi-~ 
zation of aggression against Israel. 

Let me state with equal emphasis 
that on this, the 80th anniversary 
of the liberation of the survivors of 
the gas chambers and concentration 
camps, the Jewish people will not 
tolerate a revival of the cancer of 
anti-Semitism. One cannot here es- 
cape a tragic reflection — how 
many of the six million victims of 
the Nazis would be alive today i 
it had been given to the Zionist 
Movement to create the State of 
Israel before that catastrophe? 
It is painful to me to see a group

deriding one of the most eae 1. 
beration movements of this century. 
A, movement which not only gave 

an example of encouragement and 
determination to the peoples strug- 
fling for independence, but also ac. 
tively aided’ many of them during 
their period of preparation for in. 
dependence and immediately there- 
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the ruin and devastation of 
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before the law, and economic and 
social advancement would be uni- 
versally assured. 

As is inevitable in human affairs, 
the record is uneven. 

The UN has manifestly not saved 
this generation from the scourge 
of war, The graves of the millions 
of victims of armed confilcts in 
Asia, in Africa, in the Middle East 
and even in Europe bear anguished 
testimony to this massive failure; 
while the lofty sentiments and exhor- 
tations of a multitude of conven- 
tions, declarations and ‘resolutions 
have had little impact on the 

t abuse of fundamental 
human rights and freedoms in vast 
areas of the globe. 

Tt is common form to claim that 
the fault does not He in the UN 
system, but in its members; that 
the world organization merely re- 
flects the frailties, the stupidities, 
the lethargy and the evils of the 
world itself. This is of course true, 
but it is equally true that a system 
that encourages contention rather 
than compromixe, extremism rather 
than tolerance, confrontation rather 
than negotiation, is hardly suited to 
a world as diverse in race, religion, 
tradition, geographical circumstan- 
ces, and social and political prac- 
tices as ours. : 

The experience of Israel is a valid 
example. We belong to no bloc and 
no alliance. 

‘We can count on little support in 
this assembly — not because our 
cause is unjust, not because our 
views do not meet with sympathy, 
but because of considerations of un- 
principled expediency. We are as- 
saulted every year in language so 
venomous and vile as ta defy all 
canons of civilized behaviour. In 
assembly after assembly in recent 
years, In conference after confer- 
ence, resolutions are adopted by 
automatic majorities, demanding we 
submit to this abusive tyranny, that 
we, In effect, dismantle our state, 
that we commit national suicide. 
No regard whatsoever is paid in 
these resolutions to truth or to 

Israel is a democratic state 
where, in accordance with our an- 
cient tradition, all individuals and 
communities enjoy equality before 
the law and the plentitude of their 
human rights; yet a resolution of 
8 UN body will assert the very op- 
posite as an incontrovertible fat 
and condemn Israel on the basis of 
that falsehood: If ea WHO expert 
finds that the medical services pro- 
vided for the population in the ter- 
ritories wnder Israeli administra- 
tion since 1967 are as good as those 
of any other civilized country and | 
that the people are healthy, a reso- 
lution of the General Conference of 
this specialized agency will declare 
that they are ridden with disease 
and bereft of medical attention; 
when a certified lunatic, not a Jew 
and a forelgner.to.boot, sets fire. to 
part of a mosque in Jerusalem, a 
resolution of the Security Council 
condemns Israel for the deliberate 
desecration of this holy place. And 
when Israel, rightly and inevitably, 
refuses to take notice of these fan- 
tastes, as any other member state 
would do in its place, it is once 
again condemned for being awkward 
and racalcitrant, and for flouting 
the will of the international com- 
muuity. 

Surely there is something serious- 
ly wrong with a United Nations gys- 
tem which is 90 easily subverted for 
political blackmail; which instead 
of being a centre for harmonizing 
the actions of nations in the attain- 
ment of the objectives of the char- 
ter has become a propaganda battle- 
field; and where abuse and not 
reason has become the language of 
debate. It is surely not beyond the 
wit of man to arrest this hypocriti- 
cal and dangerous course before It 
is too late.

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Mild French rebuff to Spain as 
Giscard pursues ‘Latin’ policy

Σ BRUSSELS. — 
ISRAEL'S ADMISSION to the 
Common Market Mediterranean 
free trade area would have been 
indefinitely postponed had it 
coincided with the current wave 
of repression in Spain, according 
to diplomatic sources here. 

The execution of the five 
young men condemned for the 
alleged murder of Spanish 
policemen will certainly mean 
that negotiations between the 
European ‘Nine’ and Spain, 
which were scheduled for this 
month, will now be set back. 
Feeling against the Madrid 
regime is so strong that some 
observers consider that any 
serious talks with Spain can only 
be held after the death of the 83- 
year old General Franco. 

A number of Common Market 
countries have now recalled 
their envoys from Madrid in 
protest against the Spanish ex- 
ecutions. Only France and 
Ireland have not voiced their 
protests through diplomatic ac- 
tion. 

President Giscard, who unlike 
other Western European leaders 
has not made his indignation 
heard, is in the comfortable posi- 
tion of not having an_am- 
bassador in Madrid at present. 
The retiring ambassador, Mr. 


Robert Gillet, has been in Paris 
for several days while waiting to: 
hand over to his successor. 
President Giscard received him 
on Monday afternoon at the 


Blysee Palace. 


GISCARD'S RELUCTANCE to

“Since France wishes to conduct 
a liberal interna] policy it must 
also have a liberal policy and im- 
age abroad.”

Barcelona, it will be too late. By 
lagging behind thé rest of the 
Common Market, France has 
confirmed that its ‘‘special 
relationship" with Spain is too 
precious to depend on how much 
blood is shed on the other side of 
the Pyrenees. 

Official sources in Paris are 
trying to exonerate the govern- 
ment by saying that, like the 
Pope and other European 
governments, France interven- 
ed before the executions in order 
to try to stay them. Now that the 
firing squads have done their job 
France prefers to adopt an at- 
titude of “serenity” according to 


these sources. . 
Another French argument is 


that protests from Paris would - 


-push the Spaniards even closer 
into the embrace of the United 
States. But the. Govern- 
ment, whether it is headed by 
Franco or his successors, needs 
stable European links in order to 
complement its ties with the 
United States. 


PRESIDENT GISCARD is in 
tact pursuing the “Latin” policy 
conceived by General de Gaulle 
with the objective of en- 
ing France's alliances with its 
Mediterranean neighbours, both 
and Arab, in order to 
counterweigh Anglo-Saxon 
pressures from the north and 
from across the Atlantic.

DON’T WRITE BRITAIN OFF YET

LONDON (Ofns). — 
ONE EXTRA CROSS the 
afflicted British have to bear at 
the moment is the attitude of 
their overseas visitors. They 
arrive here, their features 


carefully arranged as for a: 


funeral, bearing morphine, 
blankets, food parceis and 
cholera vaccine for the disaster 
area; and they are then 
bewildered, even indignant, to 
find everything apparently just 
as usual. 

The houses look freshly 
painted, the streets are clean, 
the cars are shining; people 
walk through the bright autumn 
air in decent clothes with a 
reasonable spring in their step; 
the shops are glittering with 
desirable things — even if the 


notices against shoplifting are . 


printed in French and Arabic as 
well as English. True, ‘‘just as 
usual” includes endless delays 
on the road to the airport, road 
drills that mean you can't hear 
across the office, and the sad 
moans across the bar of the man 
who says this country’s finished, 
man, finished; but the hold-ups 
are caused by a new subway link 
they’re building to Heathrow, 
the drills are still digging foun- 
dations for new buildings, the 
gloomnicks are still ο; into 
double whiskies. Why, if it 
wasn't for what you read in the 
papers, you'd hardly know there 
was anything wrong. 

If it wasn't for he you read 
in the papers. And that, of 
course, is half the trouble. No 
other country in the world has 
newspapers that are not only 
national but printed in English, a 
language every commercial 
man can cope with; so whatever 
disaster hits the headlines in 


- London will immediately be seen 


on desks in Tokyo and 
Washington and Bonn. In- 


dustrial unrest? They can go on 
strike for six months in Lower 
Slobovia and nobody hears about 
it because it's only written up in 
the local paper. Nobody hears 
about inflation in Poland 
because when the rail fares go 
up 800 per cent it's called a 
“readjustment” and called it in 
Polish, at that. 

Violence? Violence in Britain 
really és news, it makes the. 
headlines — but even in 1974 our 
deaths from murder and 
malfeasance for the whole of 
Britain were less than half what 
they manage in New York alone. 
We don't go around feeling un- 
safe, except in bad areas late at 
night. The irony of it is that if we 
had a suppressed Press, as in a 
dictatorship, or 81; that 
no one could be bothered to 
master, or were so smugly 
engaged in papering over our 
troubles that we never aired 
them in public, most of them 
would not get noticed abroad at 


WHAT OUTSIDE OBSERVERS 
tend to forget when they hear the 
ery of pain about a ‘'drop in our 
standard of living” is how high 
these standards are compared 
to, say, 25 or 30 years ago: that 
the deep freezes, the colour 
television sets, the cars with rev 
counters and rear window 
heaters and reclining seats are 
new to most. Even the public 
things we come to take for 
granted — better road systems, 
consumer protection laws, legal 
aid, carpets on Civil Service 
floors (you read about that one 
under the heading ‘‘Decline of 
Linoleum Industry’') — are 
streets ahead of what anyone 
used to expect. 

The decline we are about to go 
into has to be seen in the 
perspective of the terrific jolt 
upward we have undoubtedly 
taken. Quite apart, of course, 


‘trom the fact that half the older 
Brits think all this affluence is 
very unnatural anyway. We 
have a national leaning towards 


digging for victory, smiling - 


through, making do and mend. 
You could say, if you liked, that 
it is ἃ measure of our total lack 
of leadership that nobody seems 
to be able to channel this feeling 
into anything effective; but 
since nature adhors a vacuum, 


_we may produce a leader any 


year now. 

That the pace is slackening, 
there is no doubt. But whether it 
is an unmixed disaster is 
another matter. If property 
developers now think twice 
about rushing up office blocks, it 


gives the rest of us a chance to: 


think twice about having the 
guts torn out of our historic 
cities. If some of our new com- 
prehensive schools cannot be 
built, it may tilt the system 
towards some form of non- 
selective education which does 
not involve enormous schools — 
dividing age groups at nine and 
13, for example. 

Plenty of current cuta and 
economies to have been 
made long ago, and it is not just 
businesses that are shedding 
fat: even brilliant academics 
are being forced to get out and 
go to work, which must surely be 
good. And if it is arguabie that a 
number of sad intangibles like 
the apathy of the young and the 
instability of marriage and the 
rootlessness of the car-born, 
materialist society are the direct . 
result of affluence, then a 
cooling-off could have its good 
side as well as its bad. 


Far be it from me to do 
anything as unfashionable as 
striking a cheerful note, but we 
really have not gone under yet. 
So please don't send the CARH 
parcels, folks — not yet. And 
maybe, goddammit, not ever.
